Financial sustainability : 

■ Only 3 full editors, no content management system,... 

■ Next phase needs professional website developers 

■ One quote only so far (~ USD 3,000) 

■ In search of offers

Create an organisation/societv : 

■ Regular income would allow to cope with improvements 

■ Legal entity 

■ Benefits to members* 

Industry involvement : 

■ Financial income only 

■ Already contacted by an industrial partner to contribute
